who seized an amount estimated by | 


company officials as “several 
thousand dollars” and terrorized 
employes and customers before 
they fled in an automobile they 
stole outside the store, 

One of the robbers carried a 
sawed-off shotgun under his over- 
coat. The other was armed with 
a revolver with which he struck 
a store official and a ‘customer, 
later using the weapon to smash a 
window of the commandeered au- 
tomebile. 


Elmer Roberts, assistant man-| * 


ger, and seven woman cashiers 
were in the store office on the 
second floor when the robbers en- 
tered. One of the men drew a 
scarf he was wearing around his 
neck up over the lower half of 
his face and, drawing a revolver, 
pointed it at Roberts. 

Roberts said the robber declared, 
“This is a gun.” 

“I jerked the scarf off his face 
‘and’ he slugged me on the side of 
the head with the revolver,” Rob- 
erts said, “I began to fight him, 
but quit when he cocked the re- 
volver and said, ‘Sit down!’” 


_' Bobber Is Nervous. 

The robber appeared to be ex- 
tremely nervous, and his voice was 
described’ as “ghaky.” His com- 
panion, meanwhile, stood guard at 
the door of the office. 

Six cashiers were stationed be- 
thind a lle at a table where 
pneumatic tubes brought mongy 
up for change to be made, Roberts 
and Miss Charlotte Coleman were 
outside the, inclosure. Miss Cole- 
man stared at the robber standing 
at the door until he, without a 
word, walked over and slapped 
her hard in the face sevéral] times. 

The robber, armed with the re- 
volver, entered the inclosure afd 
scooped up all the money in sight. 
This represented proceeds of sales 
between 3 and 4:30 p.m.,.the store 
reported. An armored truck at 3 
o'clock had -picked up funds 
which had accumulated earlier. 

Robert Sang, an employe, fol- 
lowed the robbers as they walked 
down the stairs and out of the 
store. On the first floor, Sang saw 
a friend, Lester Rodawal]d, 3014 
Henrietta street, who was shop- 
ping with his wife. Sang motioned 
and Rodawald followed. 

Two Follow Robbers. 

Meanwhile, Dale Gant; a floor 
manager, had heard about the 
robbery and joined the pursuit. 
Sang went to summon police, Gant 
and Rodawald followed the rob- 
bers. 

The thieves entered an alley 


just north of the store, but were: 


blocked by an automobile which 
was backing up, so they retraced 
their way, encountering Rodawald 
and Gant. ’ 
_ “Get out of my*way!” Snapped 
one of the robbers to Rodawald. 
The customer, who is partially 
deaf, apparently did not hear him.

JERUSALEM, Dec. 13 (AP) — 
Jewish fighters striking with 
bombs and machine guns killed 22 
Palestine Arabs—including several 
women ‘and children—and wound- 
ed almost 100.in a series of attacks 
climaxed tonight by a battle east 
of Tel. Aviv, Three Jews were 
killed.

‘Hagana militiamen, wearing 
steel helmets and khaki unifofms, 
stormed the village of Al Yahudiya, 
in Arab territory east of Tel Aviv, 
killing seven Arabs and seriously 
wounding seven others in the lat- 
est of a series of incidents today. 

A spokesman for Hagana, self- 
styled Jewish defense army, de- 
scribed the operation as a reprisal 
attack designed to “wipe out a 


nest of brigands who attacked Tel 
Aviv.”

If industry were 
greatly to expand and to improve its plants. 
now, would ft soon find itself burdened with 
large excess capacity? 

In most industries every available man 
and machine is working, except as lack of 
raw material may force shutdowns. Would 
an attempt by industry to step up the build-. 
ing of plants and machines aggtavate the 
current shortages of houses, automobiles, 
and many other things which consumers are 
insistently demanding? Would it push up 


the price level still higher, and make more’ 


difficult the shift which the economy must 
eventually make to more normal conditidns? 
. There can be no doubt that the plant of 

industry is too small for the present labor 
force and that much of it is old and obso- 
lete. During the last 18 years (from 1929 
to 1947) there has been very little net capi- 
tal formation in American industry. It is 
true that large amounts have been:spent on 
plant and equipment. Indeed, had not capi- 
tal worn out, the expenditures during the 
*30s would have increased the plant and 
equipment of American industry by over 80 
per cent. In most of the last 18 years, 
however, plant and equipment were wear- 
ing out or becoming obsolete at a faster rate 
than they were being replaced. Further- 
more, the work force was increasing, so 
that today about 9,000,000 more people are 
employed in private industry than in 1929 
—a rise of about 23 per cent. . 


50 Billion Dollars 
In New Capital Needed. 


Of course, the capital which wore out or 
became obsolete was in many cases not 
scrapped but kept as stand-by equipment. 
Consequently, America has more machines 
and other equipment in place than it had in 
1929. Otherwise, it would not today be 
possible for industry to give jobs to'so many 
men. If one measures capital, however, as 
one should, by its unused life, American in- 
dustry has about one-fifth less capital per 
worker today than in 1929. An expenditure 
of about 50 billion dollars would be required 
tu raise capital per worker to thé level of 
1929 and a considerably larger outlay to 
raise capital per worker to the level which 
would be normal im view of the long-term 
tendency of capital per worker to increase 
at the rate of about 2 per cent per year. 
The unsatisfactory rise in output per man- 
hour during the last year or two undoubt- 
edly reflects in part the large amount of 
ancient and obsolete equipment still in place 
which must be used to give employment to 
the present labor force.

What conclusions and policies are indi- 
cated by this analysis? 


(1) The plant of industry is too small 
and inefficient both for the present labor 
force and the present demand for goods and 
also for the prospective labor force and the 


‘prospective demand for goods. 


(2) Business is already attempting to im- 
prove and enlarge its plant at a rate which 
is too fast in view of the large demand for 
goods by consumers and foreigners. 

(3) In order to reduce the competition 


| between business and consumers for goods, 


either the community needs to increase its 
rate of saving or business needs to reduce 


| the rate at which it attempts to expand and 
#| improve its plant. 


(4) Business should assume a major part 
of the responsibility for controlling the 
present dangerous competition between busi- 
ness and consumers for goods by postponing 
expenditures of capital and equipment which 
do not promise a quick reduction in costs 
or a quick increase in production and by 
postponing dividend increases. The post- 
ponement of dividend increases would limit 
the increase in consumer purchasing power 
and would also diminish the necessity of 
enterprises’ borrowing from the banks. 

(5) It is high time that the Government 
act vigorously to help control the keen 
competition between business and consum- 
ers for goods. <A vigorous effort should be 
made to increase the sales of Government 
savings bonds and a small forced saving levy 
should be added to the income tax—say 5 
per cent on all incomes above $3000 a year. 
The securities given in return for the forced 
levy should be non-negotiable and also non- 
redeemable (except in certain emergencies) 
within three years. The Government should 
pay the savers substantially more than cur- 
rent artificially depressed interest rates— 
say 6 per cent tax exempt. 


Reduction of Income 
Tax Now Held a Mistake. 


With part of the proceeds from govern- 
ment savings bonds and the forced levy, the 
Government would be able to pay off some 
of its debt held by the Federal Reserve 
Banks, thus Hmiting the reserves of mem- 
ber banks and controlling at long last the 
dangerous expansion of bank credit. Some 
increase in private bank loans, however, 
would be possible because the rest of the 
proceeds of the bond sales and the forced 
levy could be used to pay off part of the 
public debt. held by the commercial banks. 

This would permit them to expand private 
loans, but there would be no net increase in 
demand deposits. The temporary reduction 
of incomes available for the purchase of con- 
sumer goods would enable business to in- 
crease its expenditures on plant and equip- 
ment without pushing ‘the general price 
level still higher. The drop in the demand 
for consumer goods induced by the forced 
saving levy would tend to hold down the 
price of consumer goods so that the imme- 
diate net loss of purchasing power by con- 
st 2s would be small. Consumers receiv- 
ing less than $3000 a year would gain in 
purchasing power. Furthermore, the acqui- 
sition of more government savings bonds by 
millions of consumers would give them 
future purchasing power that would help 
sustain the long-run demand for goods. 

(6) The problem of controlling the com- 
petition between business and consumers for 
goods will be greatly aggravated if Congress’ 
reduces the personal income tax this win- 
ter, as is likely. The income tax is un- 
doubtedly unfairly high, particularly on per- 
sons in the middle and upper income brack- 
ets. It is difficult, for example, to justify 
the Government’s taking more than half of 
any increment in income which a man may 
receive. The present, however, is not a 
good time to reduce taxes. If a reduction Is 
made, the size of the saving levy should be 
j .creased above 5 per cent. It should be 
sufficient to prevent reductions from raising 
purchasing power. 


A Stable Economy 
The Final Objective. 


The Communists assert that capitalism is 
inherently unstable and that its. instability 


‘will bring about its collapse. Today the com- 


munity has an opportunity to demonstrate 
that the Communists are wrong.

Half Billion Revenue Loss 
By False Economy A ttempt, 7 
Treasury Officials Charge 


Slash in Budget of Internal ee Bureau Forced

Others who have studied the matter have 
come up with the conclusion that if the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue had enough 
money to catch all the tax dodgers it would 
be possible, withdut curtailing any gov- 
ernment activity, to cut federal taxes by 
20 per cent. This is a theoretical figure. It 
is possible to make an arguable case for this 
conclusion, but no Treasury officer will as- 
sume responsibility for it. 

The Treasury estimate of something like 
a half billion dollars in potential revenue 
lost is a matter of dimple arithmetic. The 
Treasury, in its budget request, sought for 
its Bureau of Internal Revenue $208,000,- 
000. Congress shaved the appropriation 
to $188,000,000. This made it necessary 
for the bureau to drop 7000 of its 27,000 
tax auditors and investigators. 


How a Cut in Taxes 


Is Said to Be Possible. 


On the average the employes dismissed 
were paid $4000 a year—a total of $28,- 
000,000. On the average these people 
brought into the Treasury between $20 and 
$15 for each dollar they were ‘paid. 

The saving in government salaries, then, 
was $28,000,000. The loss in taxes—taking 
the minimum figure of 20 to one as ad- 
ditional revenue produced by a tax investi- 
gator or auditor in return for his salary, 
would be $532,000,000. That represents 
the difference between the $28,000,000 
which would have been paid to the tax 
investigatorg and the $560,000,000 they 
might have collected from tax cheaters. 


The more intriguing alternative—that 20 
per cent tax cut—involves a complicated 
calculation and several assumptions. It as- 
sumes a government budget in the vicinity 
of 40 billion dollars and that the official 
treasury estimate of five billion dollars in 
potential tax revenue not now collected 
might prove to be about eight billion dol- 
lars—if an “army” of tax investigators were 
put to work. 

By an “army” of tax investigators is 
meant some 50,000 instead of the present 
“6.000. A further assumption is that the 
50,000 would be able to perform at the 
same scale of efficiency as the 20,000—that 
the law of diminishing returns would not 
come into operation. 

Granted these assumptions, the rest is 
easy. The extra eight billion dollars in 
revenue works out to 20 per cent of a na- 
tional budget of 40 billion dollars. 

Under Secretary of the Treasury A. L. M. 
Wiggins puts the figure of revenue lost 
through tax dodging at a conservative five 
billion dollars. Other Treasury officials 
lean toward the higher figure of eight bil- 
lion dollars. 


Only 5 Per Cent of 
Returns Investigated. 


In recent years the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau has stepped up its investigation of tax 
returns. Results have been quite revealing. 
Considering only the years 1941-1947, in- 
clusive, recoveries of evaded taxes have risen 
from $383,320,585 for fiscal 1941 to $1,- 
928,710,237 for fiscal 1947. Each year 
has shown an increase, but it was not until 
\fiscal 1946 that the total rose above the 
billion mark. 

Curiously, despite the cut in personnel this 
year, the expectation is that the total in re- 
coveries for fiscal 1948 will go above the 
two billion mark. This is because an in- 
vestigation often requires several years, and 
the fruits of work done in the last year or 
two will not become apparent until next 
year or two. 

Early in 1945, as the war drew toward 
its end, a decision was made to make fuller 
use of trained Internal Revenue Bureau men 
returning after military service, in addition 
to their wartime replacements. Congress 
agreed, then—although it later changed its 
mind —and the bureau was authorized to 
about double its staff. It was from this 
total that the staff reduction for economy 
was made. 

With its present staff the bureau can in- 
vestigate thoroughly only about 5 per cent 
of all tax returns. All the larger ones re- 
ceive a complete audit. That means an in- 
vestigator not only scans the return as filed, 
but almost aways goes back to the taxpayer's 
records and double checks them against the 
return. 

Every return gets some form of scrutiny 
and even these casual examinations some- 
times turn up information which calls for 
a more thorough inquiry. 

“For instance,” a bureau spokesman said 
in describing its operations to the Post- 
Dispatch, “a return is filed by a store as- 
sumed in its community to be prospering, 
but the return shows that it has done no

Western Electric's: Monopoly

the exelusive purchase of telephone equipment? 

Is it not true that the unusual expenses of 
Southwestern Bell’s current expansion program 
are in large measure recouped, so far as A. T. 
& T. is concerned, by unusual profits on the 
unprecedented volume of equipment Western 
Electric is manufacturing? 


What allowance should be made, in determin- 
ing Southwestern Bell's -net revenues, for the 
noncompetitive profit Western Electric makes 
on, its concession as the sole supplier of South- 
western Bell’s telephone equipment? 

To what extent is the company’s plea of in- 
creased labor costs canceled out by economies 
from the use of labor-saving equipment, such as 
the dial telephone, automatic timing and regis- 
tration of calls and machines for laying cable? 

To what extent is the company’s plea of in- 
creased cost of materials offset by inventions 
which save materials, such as the coaxial cable; 
which permits hundreds of telephone conversa- 
tions to be carried on over one long-distance 
circuit at the same time? - 


Example of Other Utilities 


While Southwestern Bell boasts that it has 
not increased rates in 25 years, is it not true 
that other utilities, such as Union Electric and 
Laclede Gis Light, have utilized new machinery 
and new processes to cut their average rates ap- 
proximately in half during the same period? 

The Tennessee Railroad and Public Utilities 
Commission found that Southern Bell had 
charged as current expense the cost of training 
new personnel to take care of its expanded 
facilities; charged other costs of expansion to 
maintenance; and charged too much for cur- 
rent depreciation. Have these things been done 


in Missouri, too, making current earnings seem 


materially less than they actually are? 


The regulatory boards in both New Jersey and 
Maryland deducted from the usual allowance in 


the rate base for working capital the average - 


sum which the telephone companies collect in 
advance from subscribers, Why shouldn't this 
precedent be given full effect in Missouri? 


A Hint From the Supreme Court . 


Finally has not the time come to abandon 
entirely for rate-making purposes the intricate 
maze of original cost and reproduction cost 
theories and substitute the more realistic rule 
of prudent investment or “end result” approved 
by the United States Supreme Court in the 
Hope Natural Gas case in 1945? 

The Public Service Commission took an en- 
couraging step in this direction two years ago 
when, in effect, it subtracted from original cost 
about half the depreciation reserve of the utili- 
ties whose rates it regulates. 


But why should not the depreciation reserve 
be knocked out of the rate base entirely, as it 
has been in Tennessee, Illinois, New Jersey and 
numerous other states? Why should the Public 
Service Commission permit any part of the de- 
preciation reserve to remain in the rate base 
of Southwestern Bell’s intrastate business when 
the Federal Communications Commission has 
eliminated it entirely in setting interstate rates?

The Way Is Open 

Is it not true that the law in Missouri pre- 
scribes only that a utility shall earn “a reason- 
able average return on the value of the proper- 
ty”? And does this not leave the Public Service 
Commission free to adopt the prenee invest- 
ment or “end result” rule? 

When the Public. Service Commission makes 
an earnest search for the answers to all these 


questions, giving equal justice to the public and 


the telephone company, there should be no 
question that the result will be upheld by both 
the State Supreme Court and the high court in 
Washington. :

Deadlock in London 


Relations between Russia and the Western 
democracies are at their worst thus far. They 
are so bad that the session of the Big Four. For- 
eign Ministers, which was to have been held in 
London yesterday, was postponed until tomor- 
row. As the Associated Press aptly puts it, this 
was to cool tempers after violent disagreement. 

With the conference at loggerheads on almost 
every point concerning Germany, the biggest is- 
sue is reparations. Should Russia continue to 
take out war spoils as it sees fit? The Soviets 
not only insist that they be so allowed, but 
have even set the reparations at 10 billions. 

Such a sum flies full in the face of the eco- 
nomic prostration of the vanquished. To meet it 
even in part would require the value of our aid 
to go right through German hands into those 
of the Communists. 


Secretary Marshall cannot agree to that. It 


would be to defeat all we are striving to 
achieve in Germany. The Americans, joined 
by the British and French, have only one course 
and that is to stand fast.

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Foreign Cartooning in Wartime 


D. R. Fitzpatrick in “10 Eventful Years” 


(This is an extract from the article on 
cartoons written by the Post-Lispatch 
cartoonist for the new four-volume supple- 
ment (1937-1946) to the Encyclopedia 
Britannica.) 


During the past 10 years cartoonists 
everywhere have had only one basic sub- 
ject, war. Beginning with the “Little World 
War” in Spain and Japan’s “Undeclared 
War” in China, the decade has been one 
of continuous explosions or the ghastly si- 
lences of the “war 
of nerves.” Local is- 
sues, even larger na- 
tional issues, such as 
the so-called Sp- 
preme Court packing 
plan and the third- 
term issue in United 
States presidential 
elections, were sec- 
ondary. Armed with 
rapier, bludgeon, block-busters and laugh- 
ing gas, the cartoonists entered the fray. 


In Germany, the daily cartoon, as it 
is used in America and England, was un- 
known, Cartoons before the war were 
largely confined to weekly publications 
such as “Simplicissimus” of Munich and 
“Kladderadatsch” of Berlin. Under Herr 
Goebbels cartooning seems not to have 
thrived in Nazi Germany, 


Three Artists in One 


In the Soviet Union cartoonists and 
graphic artists contributed their special 
skills toward crushing the invader. With 
Hitler’s armies virtually at the gates of 
Moscow, and Leningrad in a state of siege, 
the Russians still carried on in the cartoon 
field. Skilled professionals were recognized 
by the authorities as important factors in 
war and their talents were integrated into 
the general war effort. 


The cartoons signed “Kukriniksi” in 
Pravda are of unusual interest not only be- 
cause of their high quality, but also be- 
cause they are the joint product of three 
artists working together. They work on 
the same’ drawing, make alterations, and, 
judging by results, this unusual arrange- 
ment worked successfully. 


British cartooning under the outstand- 
ing leadership of David Low carried on al- 
most on a “business as usual” basis. Low, 
at the peak of a long career, and with a 
background of experience and understand- 
ing of world events, made a valuable con- 
tribution to history in his cartoon record 


of events. He caricatured the principal © 


leaders of Allied, neutral and enemy coun- 
tries and characterized them in a manner 
which should clarify for future generations 
the men and events of World War II. 


Humor in the Blackout 


Despite the bombings which made Lon- 
don and all England practically front line 
positions, Low and other British cartoon- 
ists were not strafed out of their sense of 
humor. A good example of this is a car- 
toon by Strube of the Daily Express en- 
titled “After the Raid.” It shows a typical 
British housewife peeking from a backyard 
air-raid shelter. On the top of the shelter 
is her “common people” husband with his 
warden’s tin hat and gas mask bag. “Is it 
all right now, Henry?” she asks. “Yes, not 
éven scratched,” says he, as he proudly in- 
spects a large watermelon growing on a 


‘vine atop the shelter. 


RAF planes on night raids dropped a 
series of unsigned V-for-Victory comic car- 
toons on occupied Europe. There were no 
captions or lettering on the drawings. One 
such drawing showed a horrified Hitler at 


table. His two wieners on the plate formed 
the V sign. Another showed Hitler discov- 
ering the V mark on the ample seat of 
Goering’s pants. 


Czechoslovakia produced well-printed col- 
or cartoon posters, notably those by Peel, 
in modern poster style, excellent composi- 
tions and a real feeling for caricature. 
Stephan, another able Czechoslovak car- 
toonist, contributed. work of a high order. 
His style of outline, solid black and gray, 
was of the David Low type of drawing. 


DeGroene (The Green), Dutch weekly, 
had to go underground during the occupa- 
tion. In a book of cartoons by Jordaan 
the trade-mark in poster style shows a 
gteen frog diving into the water. Innocent 
enough to look at now but full of signifi- 
cance in wartime. The Dutch did not need 
to be told the identity of the green frog 
nor the significance of going under. This 
is an example of the graphic ingenuity 
used to carry forbidden thoughts under the 
very noses of the enemy. 


Polish Knight in Armor 


rthur Szyk, Polish cartoonist, is purely 
a war product. A noted miniature painter 
and illustrator of illufminated books in the 
oid tradition, he brought his copiously de- 
tailed style to the field of caricature and 
ridicule of Nazism. Szyk, in a way, seemed 


almost like a medieval knight in full armor — 


riding into modern war, for his style was 
that of the Middle Ages. Ancient figures 


which had been frozen into history, in ‘ 


hand-illuminated’ volumes, were trans- 
formed into Nazi monsters. Museum pieces 
became Buchenwald butchers with all the 
feeling a Pole could muster and yet re- 
tained the all-over pictorial quality of a 
Biblical illustration by a monk of the Mid- 
dle Ages. When Hitler took over Europe, 
Szyk transferred his base of operations to 
the United States and continued his car- 
toon barrage. 


The precious old Chinese art of the schol- 
ars gave way to the necessities of war and 
Occidental cartoons became ’the models of 
the younger artists. At first, when the 
Government followed a policy of appease- 
ment toward Japan no caricature of the 
Jap was permitted, and cartoons were, of 
necessity, subtle insinuations into which 
meaning had to be read. P 


Goya Tradition in Spain 


In Spain Luis Quintanilla, an artist in 
every sense of the word, carried on jn the 
great Goya tradition. Quintanilla’s series 
of drawings entitled -“Franco’s Black 
Spain” are an excellent example of the 
rather rare combination of art and deep 
understanding of subject matter. Modern 
in style, delicate of line, having the aspect 
of etchings, they formed a savage indict- 
ment of the Franco regime, its cruel Moors 
and ruthless German allies, 

France, the mother of great artists and 
great cartoonists, seems to have been 
blacked out by the Nazi-Vichy regime. Her 
free publications began to reappear in lim- 
ited form after V-E day. The work of 
Chancel in “Carrefour,” literary and politi- 
cal weekly, suggested that the tradition of 
Daumier and Forain still lived and that it 
would not be long before French cartoons 
would take their rightful place in the world. 
One of Chancel’s drawings with a sharp 
Gallic touch and a play on Churchill's 
“Iron Curtain” phrase showed a huge Uncle 
Sam surrounding France with a celluloid 
curtain of “motion picture monopoly.”

All real inter-American finan- 
cial and. economic co-operation 
ended with the advent of the 
Byrnes administration. The hope 
that of State George C. 
Marshall would repair the dam- 
age done has not been realized. 

Secretary Marshall wisely called 
back to the State Department ex- 
ceptionally qualified men to take 
charge of this government's polit- 
ical relations with the other 
American republics. But fn the 
State Department, as now organ- 
ized, authority is divided. The 
department cannot cope success- 
fully with the increasingly grave 
problems that are arising in the 
field of inter-American relations 
unless the same officials, at the 
highest level, formulate both po- 
litical and economic policies, 

Plight of Latin-America. 

The strain of postwar conditions 
on Latin-American economies is 
now reaching the breaking point. 
It can only be successfully re- 
sisted if production increases, if 
inflation can be checked, if for- 
eign markets are regained and if 
the other American countries can 
obtain the capital goods and the 
consumers’ goods they require. 
But such commodities are only 
procurable in the United States, 
and for their purchase dollars are 
indispensable. : 

During the last year Mexico has 
used up half of its gold and dollar 
reserves, and Argentina, Brazil 
and Chile at least one third of 
theirs. Before the war Latin- 
America had a favorable balance 
in her trade with the United 
States. This year it will have an 
unfavorable trade balance of at 
least two billions of dollars, 

The other American govern- 
ments have long foreseen the 
present crisis. They have persist- 
ently urged that a return be made 
to the same kind of practical two- 
way financial and economic co- 
operation that so successfully 
carried on during the first 10 
years of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion, 

It was for that reason that the 
‘address made by Secretary Mar- 
shall last August at the conference 
of Rio de Janeiro came like a 
douche of ice water. The Ameri- 
ean republics appraise accurately 
the European emergency and the 
magnitude of the effort that the 
United States must make under 
the Marshall plan if Europe is to 
recovef. What they cannot under- 
stand is why Secretary .Marshall 
found it necessary not only to pro- 
claim that European recovery 
should be given priority over hem- 
ispheric recovery, but also that no 
effort would be made to co-ordi- 
nate hemispheric recovery with 
‘European dagebhe’ f 

Under the m optimistic esti- 
mates, the help to be given Eu- 
rope under the Marshall plan can- 
not show results before the early 
summer of 1948. In the mean- 
time, it is hoped that the stop-gap 
aid now being voted by the Ameri- 
can Congress can tide BDurope over 
the emergency. If, during the 
coming transition period, the other 
American countries were enabled 
to supply western: Europe with a 
part of the wheat, corn, fats, cof- 


a 


fee, fibers, eat and hides so 
desperately needed, the burden on 
the United States of supplying 
many of these products would be 
lessened, 

Changes in U.S. Policy Urged. 
It is hoped that the Marshall 
plan will restore solvency to Eu- 
rope. But until then the Latin- 
American countries cannot buy the 
goods they themselves so urgently 
require for repairs, to increase 
production and to curb inflation, 
if they accept European currencies 
in payment for such exports. Un- 
der the present abnormal condi- 
tions they can only buy what they 
need if their shipments to Europe 
can be paid for in dollars. 

Yet this government has so 
far insisted on divorcing the 
problem of hemispheric recov- 
ery from the problem of Euro- 
pean recovery. When the ,leg- 
islation for the Marshall plan 
is framed, hemispheric recov- 
ery should be tied in with 
European economic reconstruc- 
tion. The United States would 
thus not omly provide for a 
form of inter-American ¢6co- 
nomic co-operation which is 
indispensable if a catastrophe 
is to be averted, but through 
the co-ordination of Latin- 
United States resources it 
could also thereby minimize 
the probability of political and 
social upheavals in the new 
world. It would insure a gen- 
eral rise of hemispheric living 
standards. It would decrease 
the strain on our own econ- 
omy. It could avert what other- 
wise will be an inevitable cur- 
tailment of Latin-American 
purchases of United States 
goods. 

The bitterness of feeling of 
the other American countries 
at what is properly regarded 
as an unwarranted neglect by 
this government of their vital 
interests should not be mini- 
mized, It is being voiced at the 
present sessions of the trade 
and employment conference at 
Havana, It is responsible for 
such fatal proposals for re- 
strictive Latin-American cus- 
toms unions as those now cur- 
rent, 

The root of the trouble is that 
the present. administration is 
long on professions of good will 
to the other American republics, 
but lamentably short on per- 
formance. As usual, the Senate is 
displaying far more enlightened 
leadership in hemispheric af- 
fairs. But Senator Vandenberg’s 
initiative in expediting the rati- 
fication of the inter-American 
defense ‘treaty, and Senator 
George’s assertion on Dec. 1 of 
the national interest in the “‘eco- 
nomic recovery and welfare” of 
out neighbors will not be svwffi- 
cient in themselves to check the 
present trend, 

What is essential is an execu- 
tive policy of constructive action 
and an immediate return to ef- 
fective economic co-operation be- 
tween the United States and the 
other American republics for the 
common benefit of all of the peo- 
ples of the hemisphere.

Indonesia Gives 
Frank Analysis 


— Of Its Struggle 


Dutch Tried to Starve 
Nationalists Out but 
Failed, U.N. Group 
Is Told.

N amazingly frank analysis 
of the military situation in 
Indonesia has been presented 
by the Indonesians to the Good 
Offices Commission of the United 


NNations. As the American repre- 
‘sentative on the Good Offices 


Commission is President Frank 
Graham of the University of 
North Carolina, who holds the 
balance between an Australian 
Commissioner nominated by the 
Indcnesians and a Belgian Com- 
missioner nominated by the Dutch, 
the dispute forms a chapter in 
the current record of American 
foreign policy. 

The Indonesian analysis is open 
diplomacy—with a vengeance. The 
Indonesians have not hestitated 
to reveal the weakness of their 
own position, and they have ruth- 
lessly exposed the weakness of the 
Dutch position. It would appear 
that each of the adversaries has 
the other by the throat. 

Military Deadlock. 

Back in July, the Dutch resorted 
to “police action” against the In- 
donesians. With mobile armored 
forces, they drove hard and sud- 
denly against the more lightly 
armed and sketchily trained In- 
donesians. Jubilantly, the Dutcl 
announced that in a few days 
they had seized the objectives 
they considered essential. They 
then sat back and waited for 
the Indonesian nationalists to 
fold up. , 

The Indonesians did not fold. 
A deadlock has continued ever 
since, and the fact that there has 
been a deadlock instead of an 
Indonesian collapse is proof in 
itself that the Dutch were pre- 
maturely cocky about their suc- 
cess in taking the law into their 
own hands, 

The Indonesian analysis, which 
be now jiggling like a hot potato 
in the tender hands of the U.N, 
commissioners, reveals what hap- 
pened. 

What the Dutch set out to do 
was to starve the Indonesians 
into submission. Strategically, 
what the Dutch aimed at, and 
what‘tin the main they succeeded 
in doing, was to cut off the food- 
surplus districts and occupy 
them, leaving the food-deficiency 
districts in the hands of the gov- 
ernment of the Indonesian Re- 
public. They hoped that the pres- 
sure of a _ starving population 
would force the Indonesian au- 
thorities to cave in. 

The situation was made even 
tougher’ for the Indonesians by 
the flight of thousands and thou- 
sands of people from the food- 
producing areas occupied by the 
Dutch into the deficiency areas 
still held by the patriots. To 
tighten the screws, the Dutch 
have ruthlessly prevented the 
shipping of food in coastal ves- 
sels. 

The Indonesians were handi- 
capped by the fact that in purely 
rural countrysides it is difficult 
to scorch the earth effectively in 
face of an advancing enemy, espe- 
cially if the crops are still 
standing in the fields. 

Sethack for Dutch. 

On the other hand, the Indo- 
nesians have some cards to play, 
and they have played them with 
a determination that has given 
the Dutch quite a setback. In 
some districts, for instance, there 
were immensely valuable stock- 
piles from previous. harvests, and 
these the Indonesians burned, as 
far as they were able or had the 
time. In the sugar-producing dis- 
tricts the Dutch captured nearly 
400,000 tons of sugar, which rep- 
resents a lot of dollar exchange 
in these days; but the Indonesi- 
ans still hold nearly 600,000 tons, 
and now that the Dutch blitz- 
krieg has stalled, the Indonesians 
will haye time to destroy this 
valuable cargo if the Dutch make 
fresh military moves on a large 
scale,

From his youth, 
hé had been devoutly religious 
and Christ’s injunction: “He

Despite protests of friends, he 
and his young wife embarked for 
the tropics to begin a humanitar- 
flan career among savage tribes. 
With his own hands, he built a 
primitive hospital in the jungle, 
into which flowed a stream of 
black bodies contracted with 
pain; men and women with 
hands eaten away with leprosy 
and children whose bodies were 
covered with sores. While min- 
istering to the lame, the halt and 
the blind, this medical missionary 
told them the story of Jesus 
who, too, came to serve the least 
of men, 

Now at 72 and after 40 years 

the wilderness, Schweitzer is 
the patron saint of the African 
black men; his. hospital has been 
rebuilt, enlarged and modernized, 
and he has a staff of competent 
assistants, financed by gifte from 
all parts of the world. So he 
feels that in “losing his life, he 
saved it.”

On the face of tt Schweitzer is 
a giant among living men;, a 
moral and an intellectual giant, 
He is regarded as the foremost 
living authority on Johann §Se- 
bastian Bach.

THE MEANING OF TREASON 
By Rebecca West

N Sept. 17, 1945, a gro- 

tesque little man named 

William Joyce went on trial 
for his life at the Old Bailey in 
London. His appearance in court 
excited unusual interest because 
he was best known to the Brit- 
ish public as “Lord Haw-Haw” 
whose radio broadcasts from 
Berlin—‘‘This is JAIRmany Call- 
ing’ — had penetrated, an d 
amused, every English home 
during the war. Three and @ 
half months tater, on the morn- 
ing of Jan. 8, after his counsel 
had exhausted every legal de- 
vice to stave off the inevitable, 
and after his case had gone up 
for review to the highest court 
in the land, William Joyce paid 
the supreme penalty for his 
treason by hanging. 

Rebécea West was an eye- 
witness of these proceedings. 
Her reports of the trials were 
published in the New Yorker. 
Her interest being keenly 
aroused, she proceeded to, make 
a close study of all the British 
treason triais that arose out of 
the war. She here presents her 
findings. Taking Joyce’s case 
as her chief source material, she 
has sought to bring together all 
the factors, social, psychological, 
moral, that go to the making of 
the sociological phenomenon of 


| treason, in order to explain why 


it is that some men betray their 
country while others die for it. 
While she makes a good anal-

NEW YORK, Dec. 13—The dis 


missal of a machinist at the New 
York naval shipyard in Brooklyn 
for alleged disloyalty and his sub- 
sequent appeal to the Secretary of 
the Navy has discloséd the specific 


procedure by which naval estab- 
lishments determine questions of 
loyalty, 
In the course of a study of the 
case by the, New York Herald 
Tribune, the official instruction 
book for such loyalty investiga- 
tions was obtained, In it are listed 
the “specific criteria” for gauging 
an employe’s loyalty, ranging from 
sabotage.to advocacy of the Rus- 
sian form of government in social 
gatherings within the suspect’s 
own home. 
The dismissed employe is George 
Gorchoff, a machinist in the navy 
yard for more than 15 years and 
secretary of Local 556, Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists. 
Hearings Confidential. 
This is the first such dismissal 
known to have taken place in this 
area, a fact that may be explained 
by another paragraph from the 
official instructions: 
“Loyalty hearings shall be kept 
strictly confidential. ... No pub- 
licity of any kind shall be made 
concerning the action of the (loy- 
alty) board, its findings or the 
nature of the testimony or evi- 
dence,” 
Gorchoff was suspended Nov. 12 
and subsequently was dismissed 
after a hearing. The hearing was 
assailed Friday by his counsel, 
Robert Goldman, on a series of 
grounds, the most essential of 
which was that the hearing failed 
to indicate disloyalty on Gorchoff's 
part. Neither the machinist nor 
his counsel was told the specific 
charge against Gorchoff, or the

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NEW RATIONING 
PLAN ON GRAIN FOR 
WHISKY PROPOSED 


Distillers Asked to Limit 
Selves to 2,500,000 
Bushels Monthly, Bar 
Wheat 6 Months. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP)-— 
The Cabinet Food Committee to- 
day recommended that the whisky 
distilling industry ration itself to 
2,500,000 bushels of grain a month 
and forego the use of wheat when 
the distillery holiday ends Dec, 


24. 

In a letter to distillers, Secre- 
tary -of Agriculture Anderson, 
chairman of the Cabinet body pro- 
"posed that the new plan be car- 
ried out “during the next six 
months and so long thereafter as 
the need for grain conservation 
continues.” 

The proposed grain consump- 
tion compares with a usage of 8,- 
000,000 bushels in October, imme- 
diately prior to the nation-wide 
shutdown, and an average of 6,- 
000,000 bushels monthly in the 12 
months which ended last June 30. 

The whisky-making holiday is 
a 60-day period agreed to in con- 
nection with the campaign to con- 
serve grain, to make more availa- 
ble for food abroad. 

Anderson proposed a grain allo- 
cation for each plant, which he 
said was based on the capacity 
and consumption record of every 
distiller, 

“We hope you will reach the con- 
clusion,” he wrote, “that it is an 
equitable and fair amount not 
only in view of the national wel- 
fare but also in terms of the in- 
ter-relationship: of your company 
and plants to the entire distilling 
industry.” 

He asked distillers to meet in 
Washington next Wednesday to 
consider the proposal. 

At a recent meeting of the Dis- 
tillers’ Co-ordinating Committee, 
an industry group created to po- 
lice the 60-day shutdown, industry 
spokesmen reported themselves 
unable to reach firm agreement 
on a continued conservation plan. 
They asked the Cabinet group,

ommendations for the industry 
to study. 


‘SNOWBALL’ DRIVE BY COLLEGE 
VETERANS TO GET MORE AID 


EAST LANSING, Mich., Dec. 
18 (AP)—A “snowballs for Con- 
gressmen” campaign to dramatize 
the problem of G.I. college stu- 
dents was approved at a meeting 
of Michigan student veterans here 
today. More than 100 veterans 
representing organizations on 22 
Michigan campuses attended a 
conference labeled “operation sub- 
sistence.” 

Spokesmen for the student-vet- 
erans said that in the “snowballs 
for Congress” campaign the plan 
is to flood Congressmen with 
thousands of plastic snowballs 
bearing. the inscription: “We have 
as much chance as a snowball in 
hell of living on the present veter- 
ans subsistence.” 

The group voted to send two 
separate delegations to Washing- 
ton to lobby for the bill, introduced 
by Representative Edith Nourse 
Rogers -(Rep.), Massachusetts, to 
increase subsistence payments for 
collegiate veterans to $100 month- 
ly for single men and $125 for 
married men with a provision of 
an additional $15 for each child. 
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AD HAS SAVED 
GREEGE, MISSION 
TELLS ITS PEOPLE 


U.S, Group Says, How- 
ever, More Time Is 
Needed on Military, 
Economic Situation, 


ATHENS, Dec..13 (AP) — The 
American Mission to Aid Greece 
told the Greeks today it had saved 
them from national disaster, but 
that more time was needed to re- 
pair the “critical military and eco- 
nomic situation.” 


The report, the mission’s first to 
the Greek people, said more than 
$23,000,000 worth of relief supplies 
and 174,000 tons of military sup- 
plies were delivered during the 
program’s first five months. A 
total of $7,000,000 worth of recon- 
struction is under way. 

The mission’s role, the report 
said, is to “strengthen and advise, 
not supplant, the Greek Govern- 
ment , . in which the people 
have confidence.” 

Aid for Armed Forces. 

AMAG disputed reports in the 
rightist press that the armed 
forces had received insufficient 
arms to quell the guerrillas. 

All subsistence for the armed 
forces is being furnished by 
AMAG in addition to more than 
$100,000,000 in equipment; the re- 
port said. The Greek navy is re- 
ceiving $13,000,000 worth of ves- 
sels and supplies, including’ six 
new gunboats for $1,350,000 which 
originally cost 10 times that 
amount, 

All phases of AMAG's activities 
were: covered, including develop- 
ment of a tax plan to increase 
Government revenues 600,000,000,- 
000. drachmai ($120,000,000) . The 
plan calls for upward revision of 
rates on new taxes and more ef- 
fective collection of existing levies. 
The mission said the budget will 
show a deficit of only 7,000,000,000 
drachmai ($4,000,000) for the 15 
months ending June 30, 1948, when 
the mission agreement expires, 

Unity Urged for Recovery. 

“Battles against the andartes 
(guerrillas), against starvation 
and suffering and against infla- 
tion will require unity, continued 
sacrifices, and tremendous effort 
on the part of the Greek people,” 
the report said. “Nevertheless, 
there are many reasons for op- 
timism concerning the eventual 
success of our common.  en- 
deavors.” 

Reconstruction of ports, har- 
bors, roads and communications 
already is under way but work 
on the railroads has been ‘delayed 
by lack of security in damage 
areas. Reopening the Corinth ca- 
nal at a cost of $1,250,000 was 
listed as the major single project 
under way. 

Other items mentioned included 
$2,000,000 allocated for steel and 
lumber in reconstructing 200,000 
houses damaged or destroyed dur- 
ing the German occupation, $5,- 
500,000 for irrigation, $4,400,000 to 
establish processing plants, $1,- 
000,000 allocated tentatively for 
communications, and $14,300,000 to 
aid Greek agriculture, which en- 
gages more than 60 per cent of 
the population. 


UNCLE’S PIED PIPERS 
OUT FOR A KILLING 
CAMPAIGN ON RATS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (UP)— 
The Government’s pied pipers set 
out today to help the hungry 
world by killing the rats which 
destroy an estimated 200,000,000 
bushels of grain annually. 

Rodent experts of the Interior 
Department’s Fish and Wildlife 
Service headed back to their field 
offices to direct the war on rats 
in their areas. There they will 
work with county agricultural 
‘agents and their staffs. The com- 
munities and the public in gen- 
eral will be urged to co-operate. 

The Fish and Wildlife rat spe- 
cialists will advise on how to bait 
a trap and when to use gas and 
when to use poison in extermina- 
tion attempts. 

Most of their efforts will be al. 
rected against the gray-brown 
Norway rats, so called because 
they came here on ships from 
Norway in Revolutionary times. 
This breed, also known as barn, 
house or sewer rats, is most plen- 
tiful and accounts for the bulk of 
the rodent damage. 

The current campaign will con- 
centrate on rural areas and towns 
of 10,000 population or less. These 
are the regions where rodents do 
the greatest grain damage, the ex- 
perts explained, 


MOTHER, 9 CHILDREN LIVING 
IN CHICKEN COOP; HOME SOLD 


HERSHEY, Pa. “Dee. 13 (AP)— 
A mother and her nine children 
are living in an 8 by’12 foot chick- 
en coop near here, hoping for a 
new home by Christmas. Mrs. 
Charles Fox and her family—rang- 
ing from 11 months to 18 years— 
moved into the coop when their 
home for 12 years was sold. 

A sister who has eight children 
herself offered the quarters after 
a hunt for a new home failed, 
Chicken nests were thrown out, 
a rug, electric light, old-fashioned 
pot-bellied stove and small table 
added. 

Fox is a ateel worker and fires 
apartment house furnaces at 
night, sleeping on a bench in the 
cellar of one place. The mother 
and two youngest children sleep 
on a three-quarter cot while the 
others stretch out on blankets on 
the floor,

fishermen have put away their equipment for the winter, it may be 
an opportune time to look at the fish and game codes in Missouri 
and Illinois for 1948 and see how the two compare. 


The conservation departments 
of both states recently issued their 
new code booklets, setting out 
regulations that will be in effect 
next year. The interest of the 
St, Louis.sportsmen in Illinois lies, 
of course, in the fact that hunt- 
ing and fishing places in the 
neighboring state are almost as 
accessible as those of our own. 


Hunting of quail, rabbits, squir, 
rels and wildfowl is permitted in 
both states, but the dates of the 
seasons and the limits vary. Mis- 
souri has a. deer season and Illi- 
nois does not; the reverse is true 
for pheasants. 

In general, it may be said that 
Missouri has more liberal] seasons 
in respett to game animals, while 
n is under fewer re- 


in regulations between the two 
erjstates are expected, of course, as 
the animals and fish in the two 
territories are ‘not necessarily 
equal in amount or kind. 

Shooting restrictions on ducks 
‘|and geese are fixed by the United 
States Fish and Wildlife Service.

There was need of a bed and one 


was bufit in the “LL” of the cabin 


out of scraps of lumber. To make 
it more restful for tired muscles 
in the absence of springs, a frame 
was filled with sawdust and over 


this the .bed clothing was laid. 


Tables. and shelves were built in 
with the smoothest boards that 
could be found and the back 
seats of the station wagon and 
jeep were brought in to serve as 
chairs, 

A heatilator was installed, sur- 
rounded by concrete to make it 
safe, A gasoline vapor lamp hang- 
ing from a rafter gave them light. 
The Hohns were at home in their 


Cabin. Mrs. Hohn had kept tab on 
the expenditures. 


The cabin, in- 


cluding the gasoline that had been 
used in hauling had cost them 
$9440. They named it Sawdust 
Susie, 

They had to have water, The 
only way to get. it was to sink a 
well. It would have to go deep 


to the sand at the base of the 


hill, That was something that 
they couldn't do themselves, They 
hired a driller. It took him 10 
days to go down 270 feet to the 
water-bearing sand. That was the 
only job that they hired done. A 
pump was set up and the jeep 
was hitched to it to do the 


pumping. 
F the ‘“Hohns had set out 600 

apple trees in the clearing back 
of the cabin site and had planted 
strawberries. Most of the fruit 
were destroyed by stray 
cattle’ and had to be. replanted. 
Only part of the~ strawberries 
survived a drouth. Choice rasp- 
berry plants have now been set 
out, Asparagus and rhubarb have 
been. started. Next spring there 
will be a garden with provision 
for its irrigation. The Hohns are 
coming along. In a year they 
hope to have electricity from the 
REA, and a telephone. Now they 
have to go five miles to the high- 
way for their mail. They hope 
for extension of the rural route 
to. Mount Sinai schoolhouse less 
than a mile away. 

In the dooryard, 50 Danish 
brown leghorns scratch and three 
cockerels strut. Though it was 
not expected of the hens. that 
they would lay before January or 
February, they cackle at odd 
times and supply six eggs a day. 
Three orphaned kittens adopted 
by Mrs, Hohn are sleek and fat 
on field mice and the milk that 
the Hohns get from a neighbor 
a couple of miles away for 10 
cents a quart. A Collie, trained 
to chase stray cattle out of the 
young orchard, has been ordered 
and wil] soon arrive. Mrs, Hohn 
is saving up to buy a jersey cow 
when the grass grows again in the 
spring. 

For the real house that the 
Hohns have planned and are 
getting ready to build a sawmill 
was needed, The saw was bought 
and set up on a concrete base by 
Hohn with an outlay of only $10 
for assistance. When the first 
board was sawed Mrs. Hohn took 
it into the cabin and laid it across 
the rafters. It helps her to 
visualize the new home that they 
expect to have finished by next 
Christmas a year. It will stand 
a little lower on the slope where 
the view is best across the lake. 
The glory of it will be a big living 
room with cedar panels, shelves 
for their 2000 books and a place 
for the grand piano which will 
ke brought out of storage. 

Even now there is no lack of 
music in the cabin called Saw- 
dust Susie. When they -.came 
here, Mrs. Hohn brought along 
her priceless violin, a Schorn 
bearing the date of 1721, because 
she would not be parted from it.
